Moved by Prof. Shaw,seconded by Rev, W.

1. That this Conforence hereby approves 
of the sotion of the Committee appointed to 
confer with representatives of other Methodist 
Churches in Canada with a view to union 
except asaffooted by the following amend- 
ments now proposed : 

lst, That the Restrictive Rules in pa. 74 in 
the Discipline of the Methodist Church of 
Canada be regarded as an essential part of the 
Basis of Union and as necessary to the oon- 
summation of Union, 

2ad. That tho yeto power now possessed by 
Annual Conferences be restored. 

3rd, That inasmuch as the legialative power 
of the Church is now equally vested in minis- 
ters and laymen inthe General Conference 
and with a yiew to keeping the Annual Con- 
ferences as distiact pastoral ooutts ia their 
present relative strength, except as affected 
by the icorease of ministors, the provision of 
lay delegation in the basis be so altered as to 
conform to the proposal admitted in Hamilton 
that not more than 3 laymen be appointed 
from esch Digtrict as members of the Annual 
Conference. 

2 That regarding the above amendment 
as vot affecting the negotiations for Union 
already bad with the M. E. Charoh of Canada 
#0 far ao the concessions asked from us by 
said Church are concerned, we consider that 
nogot ations with sald ohuroh may without 
detriment to any interest remain in sfatu quo 
until effeot can be given to the above amond- 
ments. 

3. That with » sincere desire for Union we 
very respeotfully request the Conferenoos of 
the Primitive Methodist Oburoh and Bible 
Christian Church of Canada as soon an con 
venient to obnsjder the above amendment, 

4. That in case of the non-concurrence in 
said amendment of either or both of the two last 
mentioned Charches before the next General 
Conference of 1886, we boreby express our 
readiness at that time to unite with the M. 
E. Uburch on the Basis as now amended, aad 
with oither or both of the other Churohes oon- 
curring in said amendment, aud thatin case 
of earlier concurrenve of both of the other 
Churohes tho Union be consummated at snoh 
a dato before September 1886 as the executive 
autho ities of the four Ohurohes may appoint. 
provided nevertheless that logal advice being 
takun by the Executive Committeo of this 
Cvntoronce it be foand that in their opinion

IMMIGRATION. * 


From a statement issued by the Imai- 
gration Department showing the numbor of 
arrivals and doparturos of immigrants at 
the five agenoles at Ortawa, Kingston, To- 
ronto, Hamilton sad London for the firat 
soven months of tho present year, we learn 
that during the above months thore landed 
on Canadian soil 65,564 immigrants of al 
nations, of whom 21,861 arrived by Halifax 
and tho St. Lawrence River, and 43,713 by 
Now York and other American ports. Of 
those who entered the country by way of 
the States a very small proportion sottled 
in Canada, the rest having boon merely 
registered at immigration agencies on their 
route through to the Western States. 

Tho above return shows a decrease on 
that of the same months in 1882, in which 
the total arrivals aunounted to 69,998 per- 
sons, of whom 24,111 by Halifax 
aud the St. Lawrence, and 43,713 by the 
United States. Out of the total arrivals 
this year 40,150 persons, or nearly two" 
thirds of the whole, passed through and 
took up land in the States, Of the remain- 
ing 25,414 bona fide Oanadian immigrants 
10,574 have settled in Ontario, 6,661 in 
Manitobs, snd the remaining 179 pereons 
have taken up their homes in the Proyince 
of Quebec, There has been a marked 
increase In the influx of sottlers on Untario 
lands, and the totalarrivals for tho year 
so far exoveds that during the correspond- 
ing months of last year by 4,383 persons, 
showing an increase of nearly one third. 
The predominating class of settlers in this 
Province have been English yeomen or 
small farmers and farm servants, who 
have come out mainly for the purposo of 
hiring as farm hands, with the ultimate 
object of securing homesteads of their own 
The moneyed class haye been well repres- 
ented, considerable purchases haviog been 
mado by them in the oultivated districts of 
the Province. The English settlers in 
Ontario this year number so far 8,168 per- 
sons, 88 compared with 7,158 during tho 
the corresponding months of last year. 
Irish number 7,331, againet 4,278 of last 
year ; Scotoh 1,859, against 2,345 ; German 
914, against 699 ; Scandinavian 177, against 
166 ;Swisa 8, against 12; Icelandic 24, 
against no arrivals last year ; American 574, 
against 640; and other countries 492, 
against 93 of last year. Thero has thus 
been an inorease in this year’s immigration 
among English, Irish, Germans, Soandi-

number of Conference towns. A praotical 
and easy solution of this difficalty might be 
found in making the Annual Conference 
elective in its character—as was the oase with 
the lare Conference of Eastera British Amerioa 
for several of the late years of its existence 
aud which plan worked very satisfactorily. 
So much for that. Next, lot mo glance at the 
Finanolal aspects of the question, All I need 
say in this connection is this—the popular 
vote of the laity of the Church constitutes 
® guarantees for the enlarged and liber- 
al support of the institutions and fuods 
of the Church by the grand constituency 
thereby oreated. Already,as the result of the 
necessarily but orude investigation of the oon- 
solidation of the uniting Churches, we have 
reason to assume that there will be no incon- 
siderable amount of means placed at the dis 
posal of the Missionary Committee, for the 
sustentation and extension of the evangelistic 
operations of the Church, Then there is the 
great Northwest, of whioh we have heard to- 
day, In the light of facts developing in that 
yast section of th» Dominion I venture to say 
thia: That Church which is the first to take 
a firm, generous and enterprising grasp of that 
country, is destined to be the leading Churoh 
of the near future, No portion of the country 
We oocupy will so rapidly and liberally recoup 
the Mssionary Society for labor and money 
expended upon it, The orisis is upon us in 
this direction, and if we are ambitioas to place 
ours¢lves at the post of honor, it ls now or never, 
Then I have a few words to utter in refereuce 
to the Restrictive Rules. The absence of those 
Rules fiom the Basis was the chief ground of 
my past opposition toit The action taken 
by this Vonferenoe in the direction of securing 
their invorporation in the Covstitution of the 
aoited Church has ao assured me, that I most 
heartily rejoice in finding my way open to vote 
for the consummation of the proposed Union, 
In conclusion, a word or two on the legal ob- 
stacles anid to be in the way, Onur course thus 
far has been tak+n within constitutional lines, 
and I de not think avy questions about the 
legality of the action of the othor contracting 
Churches should influence our action upon the 
Basis submitted for our adoption or rejection, 
Should the future develope any insuperable 
difficulties on the part of either of the other

Taking 
the barley crop for the whole Dominion of 
Cenade for 1881, whioh was. ontiroly BD oro 
priated for seed, homo browing and exports of 
barloy and malt, wo she wed that the orop had 
beon dispored of noarly as follows:

Woe 
mated thas the genoral opinion of those on: 
Keged ia tho trade way, that tho barley orop 
of 1882 was very mudoh tho samo in quantity 
as that of 1831 ; and the result of the opora. 
tions during the season 1882 83 has proyed 
the opision to ba correct, Exports to the 
United States in 1882 83 woro as follows ;—

bone, moro old barloy in Canada at this date 
than nt tho same time last year, We have sean 
that'the crop in the whole Dominion in 1881 
wat about 16 millicn bushels ; the movement 
in 1882.83 has shown thet tho crop of all 
Oonads io 1882 was about 164 miliioa bush- 
bls. 

Lt cortainly ought to have oocurred to our 
Government in Toronto,and to the wores than 
worthloss Bureau of Lodustries thoro, that 
great onre should be taken so that ao ex sggor- 
afoil Sstimate of our barley crop ehoulit be 
phblished jast after harvest which might pos- 
sibly Injariously éffeotithe Valay of the crop. 
It is no excuseto, allege that. ths returns 
which they did publish weré a correct sum- 
marty of the reports which they received “The 
‘Vrado and Navigation Tables at Ottswa, to: 
gether with those of the doland Revenue Do 
partment for malt, should haye boon obtained 
and investigated, and by consulting thea» for 
sdvoral yeara back an intelligent underdtand- 
iag of the extent of barley crop ia the Domin- 
ign would havo been obtained ; and tho result 
80 ascertained belng found to beso widely at, 
variance with the summary of the Bureau of 
Ladnatries, should beyond all question haye 
bewn publiehed. concurrently, order that 
dealers here and in the Uvsited States nbould 
have a fair and full opportunity of poroeiviog 


‘the immense didorepancy displayed by the 


two methods of exhibiting extent of crop. 
But whether from ignorance of the! existeace 
of such information to be found, in Otta- 
ws, or incapacity to appreciate its valug 
agatest of their owa summary, or from # 
childish and ‘contemptible disindlination to 
appeaniadebted to Dominion sources: for any 
adsjstany> in propariog or testiog the corres, 
ness of & Provincial summary, the {iovern 
meht at Tordnto and “itu self compe vent 
Bureau of Industries rejected thesé sources of 
information and published a summary esti 
mate of the barley, crop of this, Province in 
1882, which might haye poved excepaing’y 
damaging to the prives of farmors’ crops, if it 
had nov beso thatits own traasparent absurd- 
ityjrendered it so ridionlogs as to destroy 
its effioscy for either goodor harm, What 
pan Our farmers do but regret tho loss of the 
immense amount of’ publid' money which was 
absolutely thrown/away in collecting thous- 
ands of reports and in maintaining a Bureau 


whioh «o intelligently (forsooth) estimated, 


tho barley orop of the Provinxe of Oatario 
alone at 24} millidn bushels ; whereas, xe hay 
been shown above, the orop of all the Pro- 
vinoea in the Dominion combined did not ex- 
ooed 164 million buahels, 

Not content with its miserable fiasco of last 
yoar, this previous Government and Buresa of 
ours. obtrudes an estimate for tho barley crop 
of 1883, which for the Province of Ontario 
alone, if guesses at 27,613,496 bushels, or 
3,670,000 Paabets less than last year, It pro- 
fesdds to. be ablé'to give also exacd area, 757,- 
622'soré# in 1883 As compared with 848,617 in 
1882,” 

Has our Government in Toronto or have ita 
officera there any conception of the present 
povition of the barloy trade, or tho disastrous 
éffedts which such an estimate as theirs would 
necessarily produce on the prices of the crop 
jubt reaped, if it were not that the figures fre 
so abaurd that no one in the Trade will place 
tho least reliance upon them? It is oortainly 
hudiillating to think that 60 much money and 
time has beet sqanderéd in the preparation of 
6 Summary which must nocossarily havo pro- 
vod of great public injury, but for the fact 
that its own intrinsic worthlessocss hab 
doprived it of any power for cithor goo! or 
harm, : 

From all that one oan gather as to acreage 
and production of barloy in thia Proyinos, wo 
have no hositation in sayiog that the out turn 
of the crop will not exocod 12 to 13 miltion 
bushels, or between 60 and 65 pat cont of the 
Government estimate. 

If our Government at Toront» has such » 
dislike to receiving avy atsistanco or informa- 
tion from Ottawa, wo would suggest that by 
looking to Washington, to which it is thought 
thoir hoarts aro rather inolined, tbey gould 
receive from the Barosu of Statistios thoro, 
such information with respoot to the move- 
ment of our crops into the’ United ‘Sthtes as 
may save thoin in fature from the hideous 
blandera which have.marked their Inst aad 
this yoars’ ‘‘success” as to all of our grain 
orops. ‘ 

Bottor still, abolish tho Buroau of Ladustrios; 
appropriate part of its cost to the remunora- 
tion of oar mubidipal absovudrs, for gatheriog 
reliable information ; alter the tims for aakea)- 
ing from winter to midédmmor; and in thts 
way somothing like corroot retaras will bo got, 
But the oquatry haw already had too much 
rubbieh as the reault of present mothody of 
gath ring reports and compiling summarios ;

as the traveller who passes through or prob 
ably remains there but a fow days.

ing ; the potatces and grags are a good thrifty 
ool r, Farmers who got their land oultivated 
Isat y ar are cutting their grain now and good 
crops too, #o the country must be good when 
it will turn outa fair oropin a searon like 
this.”

Hops. — 
(From the Montreal Gazélle,) 


To a previous article we stated that in some 
sections ofthe Eastern Towcships lice had 
made their appesarance on the hop bine, which 
seems to be coaficmed by 4 correspondent in 
Compton County, P, Q., who writes us under 
date of August 28th +a follows:—‘'I have 
been in twenty hop yards withia the Jass ten 
days, ond the crop will not average over half 
what it did Instyear, The live are destroying 
the hops in this part of the country, and the 
samples will not be aw as last year.” On the 
other hand we bave advices from the Prescott 
and Brockville distriota stating, that a fair 
average crop at least may be expected, with 
tho probability that it will oxoced that of 
1882. One of the largest growers in New York 
State, who wasat St Kogs a few days ago, 
and hired 280 Indians for hop pinhing,inform 
eda Montreal dealer that although a few of 
his yards were not as good as he would like 
to see them he expected on the whole an 
ave'sge yield both aos regards quantity and 
guality. Healeo stated that he looked for 
steady prices between Low and the marketing 
of the new crop, but after now hops were fair: 
ly on the market, ho anticipated they would 
range all the way from 50 to 250, In this 
markot sales during the past week have been 
made in one and two bale lots at 300, this 
prio haviog boon exceeded for amall psrcels. 
We quote prices nominally at 250 to 3''0 as to 
quality. Sale vf a few small lots of new hops 
have taken place at Waterville, N, Y., st 300 
to 330, and of old orop at 300. 

Reports by mail from the Hoglish hop par- 

dens have a decidedly improved tone. ‘Che 
progress of the plant has been more satisfac 
tory, but the want of warmer nights and more 
sun was still felt, Inthe Surrey geardins a 
great improvement in the appearance of the 
plant has taken place, Hut little rain has 
fallen in the district around Farnham, buv the 
prospect was rather more favorablo than it 
was proviourly, Around Tunbridge Wells a 
genoral improvement wrs reported. At Speld- 
harst the anticipated full yield it is said wuld 
not be realized. At Rotherfield matters look- 
od better and one tarmer’s ‘‘prolitics” were so 
well advanced that ho thought of picking at 
once. Wadhurat, Ticehurst and Hurst Groen 
report’ that the plants look better, At the 
former place there has been a slight increas 
of vermin, but there js no mould to speak of. 
It was, however, anticipated that under most 
favotablo ciroumatances only three-fourths 
of a crop will be roslized, In the Kent dis- 
triots to the north of Tunbridge Wells but 
slight improvement had taken place, but the 
reverse was reported from tho contral districts 
of East Saesex, The warmer weather has done 
great good there, At Boile Strest green the 
burr was fully out and some of the earlier 
sorte had good sized hops. At Dallington the 
crop will not be so Jargo a8 was expected, but 
there will be a good crop nevertheloss, In 
tho wostorly part of East Sussex tho hops were 
doing tetter, and 8 good average yield is 
expected, Maresfield, Flotohing, Boxted and 
Horsted Keynes send the most enoouraging 
reprts. The gardens lying to tho south of 
thie distriot, near the coast lino, require more 
wa-mth, but the healthy condition of the 
yrounds was most satisfactory, The expeota- 
tion of a heavier crop than usual, entortained 
about s month previously, will not be fultilled. 
From tho extreme east of tho country matters 
looked healthier. Good progress bas been 
mado, the burr had como out thickly and was 
fast oomlog into hops, In the Kent distriots 
tot ho north the crop was improving, and in 
tho main looked healthy,

Bulwer is situated some thirteen 
miles from Sherbrooke, in the township of 
Eaton. The murdered manis 8, E. Coates, 
ponoral morohant of Bulwer village, He was 
28 years of ago at tho timo of his doath, and 
had been married bat four yoara, his wife 
having been Emma ©. Rogors, daughter of 
Alfred Rogers, » well-to-do farmor of Eaton 
Corners. Coroner Woodward of Sherbrooke 
rédeivod & telegram on Monday morning last, 
demanding an inquest upon the body of Mr. 
Coates, who had died on the previous eyening 
after a vory fow minatea ilinoss Tho coroner 
accordingly opened an inquest on the body on 
Monday afternoon, the enquete continulng 
until9 p m., when an adjournment took 
place, The following particulars oonoorning 
Mr. Contos’ death was ostsblished before the 
coroner's jury; Shortly before 8 o’clook on 
Sunday evening, Mrs, Coates called from the 
gallery in front of her house to Mr. Sanborn, 
s neighbor, that hor husband was dangerously 
ill. Mr. and Mrs. Sanborne, and Mr, and 
Mrs, Griffin, who all heard the alarm, hurried 
over to’ Mr. Coates! house, where they found 
the dying man strotohe! upon a bed, with his 
arma folded across his breast as if in yreat 
agony, He oried out with the pain in bislogs, 
and begged them to rab tuom, bat not to iit 
themorthey would» break. He also asked 
them to wet his lips, and in five minates ox- 
pired in great suffering. 

Tho post mortem-examination was mado by 
Dr.'S. EB, Vabb of Sherbrooke and Ur. A. E, 
Hopkioa of Uookshire. They found all the 
organs ot the body ina healthy condition and 
@iscovered no algns of disease calculated to 
catiee death, Moreover, from the manner of 
Mr, Uoater’ doath thoy were qaite convinoed 
that it had been raused by poison, By the 
coroner's orders, therefore, the stomach was 
carofally proseryed by the doctors in a ylass 
yessel and on Tucsday moraing the whole cir- 
cumstances of the case were reported to the 
departinent of the attorney-general in this 
city. The department gave orders for the 
stomach to be brought to Quebec for avalyais 
by Dr, Valloo. “In the meantime several im- 
portant links in the chain of “evidence were 
supplied through the ex artions and javestiga- 
tions of W. White, Q,.0,,of Sherbrooke, crowa 
prosecator, and High constable Loomis. Le 
was ascortainedthat T. O, Tack, druggist, of 
Sherbrooke, “had shortly before received by 
mail an application for etryohnine from as 
supposed Dr, King of Bulwer, Followioy the 
direotions contained in this letter, a olerk in 
the store mailed the strychoine ay follows, 
Dr, King, Bolwor Station Eaton. It appears 
that the name furniahed sas fictitious. When 
the mail from Sherbrooke, however, arrived 
at the country. postoffice at Bulwer, Mra. 
Ooktes Was waiting for it, The country people 
crowded ‘around as usual at macy offices to 
claim their, lettore, . Mra. Coates seized the 
little pile aa they yore, emptied from the bag 
acd turned them over in hor handle, She 
fetsined one, Whioh thS postmastor notived 
was addressed as described above, and volano- 
tevred to doliver to. Dr, King, .whom she 

rotended to know. ‘These facta having been 
A coned to before Polico magiatrate Rioux at 
Sherbrooke, that official issued a warrant for 
the arrestof Mrs, Coates, who was consequently 
taken into oustody and confined ia Sher- 
hrooke. 

Coroner Woodward brought the stomach 
of the dedéased to town and it was examin 
physically by Dr. Vallee on Saturday. Tho 
usual test was made with live frogs, and un- 
doubted traces of stryohaine were found. 
‘Those frogs pladed fo water with which a 
portion of thy flaid from the stomach was 
mixed, were seized with convulsions and died, 
exactly as did those in water mixed with 
strychnine, Mr, Woodward will return to 
Sherbrooke to-day, armed with the ovidence

A SELF. EVIDENT ABSURDI TY. 


The ToratL2Gancmn, as is woll known, 
has long taken a warm interest in manly 
games and sports, and willingly supports 
them so long as they are conductedin & 
fair and honest manner and on principles 
of justice to'all concerned. In yachting, 
on the Canadian side of Lake Untario,how 
ever, an unfairness has arison which was 
not foreseen by any one, and which, now 
that we call special attention to it, will 
doubtleas be remedied at an early day. 
This unfairness has been caused by the 
introduction into these wators of deep craft 
cutters which, under the prevailing rule of 
measurement for tonnage—a rule that takes 
no acoount of depth—have been yiven 
grossly unfair advantage over centre-board 
yachts, That we ere unprejudiced in this 
matter and desirous only of securing fair 
play for all, our repeated protests sgainst 
compelling narrow cutters to sail on length 
measurement against wider and in some 
cases doopér yachts, and our comments on 
the fairly won triumphs of the British cut 
ters Maggie and’ Madge oyer centre board 
yachts larger than themselves, testify, As 
{6 well known, size gives speed and power, 
and apy rule which takes account 
of only ‘one or two dimensions caunot 
possibly be fair when applied to widely 

differing types. Lot usilluatrate; Under 
the B. Q. Y. O. rules the Jolanthe is called 
upon togive one minute over a 30 mile 
course to the cuttor Verve, and the Norah 
to give 11 in, 30 seo, to the cutter Aileen 

The self eyident absurdity of such an ap- 
plication of the rule is apparent at 4 ylance 
toeven the meanest comprehension, as the 
Verve carries at loast 25 percent, more 
canvas than the Jolanthe and the Aileen 
spreads rather more sailthan does the 


Norah. To sho« to a demonstration the 
usver apsurdity of the rule, we give, in the 


_ following table, the dimensions of each of 
_ the yachts named, with the sum of their 
_ dimensions multiplied together, thus giving 
a & rough idea of the exact size of each :

Thus, it is apparent that these cutters, in- 
stead of receiving time, ought to giye time. 
In fact the Verve ought to be ruled out of 
the second class,as her tonnage exceeds the 
limit set for that class. The sum of thé 
whole matter is that all yachts must be 
made to pay for their size, whether by the 
measurement of their sail area or by meas- 
uring actualsize. The Toronto Yacht 
Club have adopted the former alternative 
and probably it is the best and fairest, and 
all other Clubs ought to purauo a similar 
course, as under tho existing rule the 
sailing of cutters and centreboard yachts in 
Faces is a self-evident absurdity.

As to the Church proporty,he did not belicve 
that there was $5,000 worth which had not 
been provided by themselyes without English 
eapital. A resolution of thoir Oc nference had 
created some uneasiness in »ome minds; that 
was, supposing two-thirds of the people at 
any appointment did not want to come into 
the Union, they were to retain their property, 
minus the grants in aid which they have had, 
and thishe thought wasa good stroke of 
polioy, because there were only a few of such 
people and he believed that by thus treating 
them the majority, if not all, would come into 
the Union quietly. The address gave great 
astisfaction. 

Dr. Rice moved, and Dr, Stone scoonded a 
motion for the future sessions of the Confer 
to be held in the Bridge Stroot Methodist

He 
wanted toknow how the Bible Christians 
were related to the English Oonference and 
that all the relations of the denominations 
ehould bo examined by a proper Committee, 

Mr, Kent regarded the fact thatas all the 
delegates were here by authority of their re- 
spective Conferences, this was sufficient to 
authenticate this Conference, 

Dr, Dewart said there was nothing to pre- 
vent the Conference proceeding with its busi- 
ness, , 

Dr, Stone reminded the Conference that an 
Act of Parliameut was indispensably necessary 
to carry all the property of the respective 
Churches into the United Church, so that he 
could not see any need of protracting the dis- 
oussion, If by any means any of the Churches 
contracting should fail to come in, thon the 
whole Union movement would be destroyed, 
sod sli the preliminary steps would bave to 
be gone over again. 

Dz, Kiow said all were present on equal 
ground, and he hoped Professor Shaw's motion 
would preyail, An Act of Parliament would 
certainly be required.

United General Conference Sug - 
gestions. 


In order to facilitate the business of the 
United General Conference, now in session in 
this city, the following ‘‘ Rules of Order” and 
arrangement of Committees are suggested : 

RULES OF ORDER, 

1, Every delegate shall speak at least once 
on every question, and not more than four 
times during the discussion, 

2, Every delegate shall prefer himself before 
others by using all legitimate endeavors to 
speak first. 

3, In order to haye as much varioty as pos- 
alble, each delegate shall not confine himeelf 
too closely to the subject ander discussion, 
but ho shall rolate anecdotes in point if he oan 
find them; if he cannot find such, he shall 
relate one or more anyway. 

4. Each speaker shall endorse the senti 
mente of a previous speaker by stating that he 
intended to say the same things himself, and 
shall then proceed to say them. 

5, As it is oreditable for a speaker to seo his 
name in publio print, he shall speak as often 
and as long as possible on each subjaot, 

6. In order that each delegate spesk on 
every subject oarly and often, those dosirous 
of speaking shall stand while another is ad- 
dressing the Conference, 80 as to be ready .to 
speak next, 

7. In order to facilitate the business of Con- 
terence and inorease the work of the Sveore- 
tary, whose ollice is asineoure, dach mover of 
® resolution shall not be expected to commit 
his resolution to writing for several hours after 
it baw beon voted upon by the Conference.

In*ninéty years at the longest all this audi- 
enoé will be gone out of this world. ‘hia 
service will devide the eternity for somo who 
are present. This will be the last sermou that 
some of you will over heir, I have #° nature 
somewhat poctic, and I might try to ‘please 
you with trope and metaphorand simile; bat 
I dare not under such) clroumstances, 1 do 
not think that God ever gayo to man _ greater 
fondness for mirth than I have,and yet I dare 
not indulge amid these considerations. This 
{s a lifo struggle and death grapple, and woe 
be to that man who shall try to divert this 
august assomblage from ono issue, Tho (first 
pas of my indictment, ‘‘All we like shop 

ve gone astray,” Saya some one: ‘Can't 
you drop the fi st word ?” And some one rises 
and looks off and says:‘“There is a man who is 
a blasphomer; he is astray.

He advised him not 
to assent to it, and it did not become law, Sir 
John Macdonald gaye this advice with the con- 
currence of Mr, Mackenzie Bowell, as the latter 
itted on the tloor of ihe House of Commons 
But for Sir John Macdonald and Mr, Howell 
the original incorporation Bill would have be- 

come law.

The General Superintendent shall preside 
at all the sessions of the General Conference 
aod all the standing “ommittecs, but in case 
he should not be present atthe ocommence- 
ment the Geveral Conference shall elect by 
ballot pro tem a President for the Conference 
and tho Committees also shall elect by ballot 
s Seoretary or Seorotaries, who shall keep a 
correct report of the proceedings and publish 
the Journal of the General Conference, 

They shall only-have power to make Rules 
and Regulations for the Church as found in 
psge 35, minutes 74, sections 1.4 of the Dis- 
cipliae of the Metho fat Church of Canada. 

Moved by Kev, W. R, Parker, seoonded by 
Judge Jones, 

That inssmoch as it is believed that there 
may bo a charge of irrelovant phraseology and 
ambiguors or incomplete formula of the Gen- 
eral Rules without at all impairing thoir Sorip- 
tural character or admonitory foros, therefore 
be it resolyed that section 3 of the Restrictive 
Rales be to amended as to read: It shall not 
make avy change in the general rules of our 
Churoh, exvept upon a three-fourths majority 
of the General Conference who may be present 
and vote thereop. The object of the mover 
and seconder of this resolution was not by any 
means to destroy the General Rules, but only 
to make she phraseology of certain of their 
requirements more in harmony with the ex- 
{ating coonomy of the Churoh, 

Judgo Jones made a distinotion between the 
Rules of Society and the doctrines of the 
Courch. The latter are unalterable, the for- 
mer are of human invention, and grow old 
with the lapse of years, and ought to be im- 
proved, His Honor mentioned several in- 
stances in which he thought an improvement 
could be made, 

Key'd E. A, Stafford, M A, had often felt 
a dittioulty in placing some of the Goneral 
Rules of the Methodist Churoh of Canada in 
the hands of probationors; he thouyht they 
ought to be adapted to our present age and 
people. 

Dr. Byckman strongly objected to any al- 
teration: being made in these time honored 
Rules, The discussion was not closed when 
the hour of adjournment was announced.

ORANGE INCORPORATI ON. 


The Globe is still busy with its task of 
endeavoring to transfer the odium of de- 
feating Orange incorporation in Ontario 
from Mr, Mowat—to whom it properly be- 
longs, as we haye repeatedly shown —to Sir 
John A. Macdonald and Mr. Bowell, on 
whose advice Sir John is said to have acted 
in returning the bill to Mr. Mowat as within 
his competence. On Saturday, as we haye 
seen, the Globe alleged that 
When the question of advising the Lieutenant 
Governor to assent to it came uP» Mir. Mowat 
oat and eda dane. that had already 
been disallowed by the Imperial Government 
when passed by a Colonial Legislature. Under 
the circumstances it was deemed the proper 
course to reserye the bill for the consideration 
of the Governor General in Council, and it was 
Bo reserved, 

Knowing that this exouse would not bear 
oriticism, the organ returned to the subject 
in its Monday's issue, and set forth the 
further following exouse for the Attorney 
General ; 

Mr. Mowat bas teen blamed for advising the 
Lieutenant-Governor ot Ontario to reserve the 
Orange Bills of 1873 for the assent of the Gover- 
nor-General. Asa matter of fact, the bill in 
question was reserved in accordance with specific 
instructions given by the Federal Government 
to the Lieutenant-Governors of Provinces. 
These instructions, moreover, were sent upon the 
recommendation of Sir John Macdonald ; yet, 
when the Orange Bills came before him 
al advised that the Governgr-General 

not signify his pleasure respecting them, 
or take any action upon them. 

The effect of the Grit orgsu’s efforts to 
excuse Mr, Mowat's failure to perform his 
duty—his manifest hypocrisy in voting for 
a are and then refusing to pass it into 
law—serye most admirably a purpose they 
were never intended to serve, namely that 
of making clear beyond dispute the case 

st Dir. Mowat. Supposing it to be 
reserved..the billin accordance with in- 
structions given by the Federal Government 
on the« recommendation of Sir John A. 
Maodonald,the advice given by the Premier 
ofthe Dominion who recommended the 
giving of those fostructions, that it was 
within his (Mr. Mowat’s) power to have the 
measure which he had reserved passed into 
law was sufficient warrant for his doing so. 
Olearly then, if Mr. Mowat had desired the 
measure to become law, it was in his power 
#0 make it operative. Thus his defence is 
swept away and hie hypoorisy laid bare. 
His subsequent strenuous opposition to 
Orange Incorporation confirms the public 
verdict inthe.matter and stamps as an 
almost incredible piece of impudence the 
attempt of the Globe to transfer the odium 
justly incurred by Mr. Mowat in this con- 
nection to the Premier and the Minister of 
Oustoms. 

The Globe attempts to make much of the 
allegation that Sir John did not advise that 
the Governor-General should take action in 
the premises ; but, as we have seen, the 
Measure was not one which required action 
by the Dominton autherities, and the Grit 
organ suppresses the fact that Sir John did 
take all the action that was necessary by 
communicating to Mr. Mowat the fast that 
it was for the Provincial authorities to act. 
Had Sir John done otherwise—had he 
assumed the right which belonged to Mr. 
Mowat-the Globe would have denodnoed 
him for trampling upon Provincial rights. 
As, however, he did not do so—as he placed 
the responsibility for action where it prop 
erly belonged—the organcan do nothing 
but show its teeth, and, by perverting the 
truth and suppressing facts, endeavor to 
justify Mr. Mowat’s thoroughly proved 
hypoorisy.

country asked for bread. But did the 
few cotton mills which oxisted in Osnade 
under the Mackenzlo-Oartwright regime 
never suffer from depression!

UNITED METHODIST CHURON, 
FIFTH DAY, 

Devotlonal exercises wore conducted at 9 
o’oloek by tho Prosidont and the roading of 


the minutes, 


A momorial on tho children’s Found was 


by Mr, Fisher from the Church, 


presented 
reforred to the Committeo on 


Ulinton, and 
that Fond. 
Rov, T. Brook presented the report of the 


Momorlal Committee, which statod that a great 
number of Momorials has bern reoolyed on 
General Suporintendency and various modifi 
cations on tho Basis, also on Superannuation 
Fond, aleo on Spocial Fund, contingencies 
whioh may arlea consequent on the Union. 
Additional light is wanted by some on tho 
Basis. All the Memorials wore referred to 
various Committees, 

Rey. S. Baird read the report of the Com: 
mitteo on Annual Conferences and Ministorlal 
relation, therewith the Conference to consist 
of an equal number of Ministers and Laymon, 
to assemble not carlior than tho let day of 
May nor later than the last day of June. The 
constitution of the Annual Conference is in 
substance the sawe as in the Basis of Union, 
with slight modifications as in the Discipline 
of the Methodist Church pp. 38-41. 

Rey. K. Oreighton is the Chairman, and 
Rev. T. Marshall Sooretary of the Committee 
on Stationary. 

Rev. J, 8. Williameon read the report No, 
1 of the Committee on General Superinten- 
Jenoy, after which the question of the Discip- 
line on the General Rules was resumed on 
Rev, W. R. Parker's amendment, on which 
thore was a lengthy discussion and various 
motions were sabmitted, but at length all 
wore withdrawn. 

Rev'd O, Cullamore objected to the time 
that was boing wasted. 

The 3rd Kule (restrictive) was oarried ; the 
4th Rule was adopted. Tho said Rules are 
well known to all Methodists, and may be 
found in Methodist Disolpline p. 35, 

Judge Jones moved, ani Rev'd W. R, Par- 
ker, M,A., seconded a resolution which was 
adopted, namely, that the 31 Restrictive Rule 
may be varied or amended by throo-fourths 
of the Geneial Conference. This ta be added 
as supplementary to 3d'Rale. 

The Tollowivg preamble was then adopted : 
The General Conference only shall have power 
to make rules ani regulations for the Uhurch, 
under the limitations and restrictions already 
made, 

The report of the Committee on the Confer- 
ence was resumed, to whioh no exception was 
taken until the item on the special Committee 
to watch the affairs of the Churoh between 
the General Conferences was reached. The 
Committee recommended that the said Com- 
mittee should consist of 12 members, nomin- 
ated by the Genoral Superintendent or Super- 
{ntendents, This was objocted to, as it would 
centralizs too much power in the hands of 
those officers. Some wanted to know if tho 
Committee was to consist of an equal number 
of Ministers and Laymen, and Rev, A Camp- 
bell moved that the Committee should be 
elected by ballot of General Conterenoe, but 
the motion was lost, 

An avaual collection is to be made in all 
the congregations and at the General Confer- 
enoe for General Conference expenses. 

Report of the Committee on General Super- 
intendenoy way neShpehAendsnoy to preside 
at tho General Conference, not to be stationed 
on a circuit,to conduct the ordination services 
andjointlywith Annual Conference Presidents 
sign the parchments, 

Recommendation for two General Superin- 
tendents, whercupon Rev. A.Campbell moved 
that only one should be appointed. 

Rey. O. Cullamore could not see any reason 
for appointing two, 

Rey. J. Curts wanted three, and Rev. P. 
Addison moved for four, but doubtless this 
was only a little pleasantry. 

Rev, W. 8. Griffin, urged very strongly 
that the Conference should not rush so fast 
into debt. The machinery of the Church was 
fearfully expensive. 

Dr. Jacues pleaded for two on the ground 
of consistenoy, propriety and dignity, For 
the aake of the Church the responsibility 
should be divided between two. 

Rey. J. S. Williamson oxplained that as 
Presiding Elders were done away under the 
new conatitution, the additional expense more 
than the M. E, Church now paid would be 
trifling, 

Rev, H. F, Bland referred to the President 
of the Conferenoo in the Parent Body, who 
oply had the sslary of an ordinary Minister 
andan assistant, and the expense of two 
General Superintendents would be greater than 
our people could bear, 

Mr, Adams wanted two, but one of them 
to be the Superintendent of Missions in the 
North-west, 

Rev. J. Linsoott quoted figures in support 
of Mr, Williamson's view of the qocstion. 

In the afternoon the debate on the question 
was resumed, but before the orler of the day 
was called, 

Mr. Kent gave notice of motion for the Com- 
mittee on the Discipline to make provision for 
Ministers to conduot open air worabip of Camp 
Meotings &o., as mach as possible, 

Also, on the mode of attitude in public 
worship. 

By Dr. Douglass,relating to Annual Confer-

Hoe made no struggle, aud two men 
ot work in the yard not twoaty feet from him 
hotiog) nothing etrangs about him His 
moth raawihim from the door, and thought 
ho was pattiog sticks under tho planking of 
tho woll, A minute or two after the 
old farm deg looked toward her from the 
child's sido witha pitfal expression of face, 
Sho shen rao to see bia, and found him quite 
dead, She had help at once, but thougn his 
heart seomed to beat, he nover broathed more 
than onee, if indeed he breathod at all after 
being found Tho sorrowful parents have the 
deepest sympathy of the entire community, 
Oaly » fow months-sgo Mr, Chamb irs gave up 
a good position ja Watson & Maloolm’s furnl- 
ture faotory in Kincardine to get out on a 
farm with his children, thinking it eo muoh 
wafor and better for them. And yet so svon 
the youngost has been thus aadly taken away.

Mr. Mackenzie's Speech. 

Woe publish olsowhore all that is interesting 
of Mr, Mackenzie's speech in Greenock, Some 
of it is amusing in ite way ; most of itis mere 
rubbish. Mr, Blake would have been more 
wordy, but he w.uld not have been hiélf #0 
frank. And wo could aimire M-. Mackeozio’s 
frankness if wo wore not sure that he will 
probably deny his words and alter his moaning 
on the passage out. Trath for its own wake is 
not in favor with these persons. 

Mr. Makenzie doesnot believe in a Feder- 
al union with the Empire. Mr. Blake protends 
that he does. Perhaps neither of them is sare 
of what; by courtety, is called to his ‘‘mind.” 
It is of very little consequence to the Empire 
or to Canada what their viows are, 

Mr. Mackenzlo tells the Sootoh people we 
have “a very effective” militia force of 40,000 
men The figures are not acourate, bat tho 
confession of efficiency is worth noting. Mr. 
Mackenz’‘e’s organs and friends have been of & 
differont opinion, and next seesion he will 
have to altor hiy op{nion or they will have to 
alter thuirs.

that was not fully ballasted, was the line from 
Pembiow to Selkirk, 85 miles All tho rest 
was undey contract and in process of constrag: 
tion, but not “completed” ia 1878 by any 
moans, 

Mr. Mackenzio says that for five years Sole 
lowing 1873 tere were bad. crops—which, of 
course, accounts for * Protection” aud Mr. 
Mackenzie's defeat. We wore not aware that 
tho ‘bad orops” were so yory oontinaous; bat 
the farmers will bs able to ostimate Mr. Mao 
kevzle’s regard for trath when they read the 
statement, and remember that in 1877, just to 
montion: one year, the crops wore very good. 
In 1878 Mr, Maokenzio pu this into tho 
mouth of Lord Dafferin:; ‘I am heppy to bo 
able to congratulate you on the abundant 
harvest reaped iu all quartera of the Domin- 
fon.”

Mr, Mackenzie pays a tribute to tho Mar-

The 
firat portion of his active life was spent in 
England, in connection with the Methodist 
New Connection, where he was deservedly 
esteemed and ocoupied a prominent positi- 
on io that denomination, being appointed 
to some of the best circuits, while in Oon- 
fereuce and Oonnexional Committees he 
Wasatan whose opinion was always re- 
garded as of more than ordinary value. 

He was sent to Oanada to take charge of 
the missions in the denomination, and for 
20 years he labored hard to promote all the 
interests of the Ohurch which had thus 
honored him. The missions which he had 
to oversee were extended over a large por- 
tion of Ontario and some portions uf the 
Eastern Townships, in the Provinow of 
Quebec. He travelled over this extensive 
field both ia suuamer and winter, and was 
always puuoctualin meeting his engage- 
ments. In addition to the oversight which 
he exercised as General Superintendent of 
Missions, he also, for several years, edited 
the Evangelical Witness, which ho atarted 
as an ollicial organ of the Church.

He is said to excel as a Financial man, 
and has in consequence been in great de- 
mand where money was wanted—aud where 
is it not wanted—such as Uhurch dedica< 
tions, in which important department he 
was 80 successful es to avcure him the title 
of the Dr. Ives of Oanada. 

No man has taken a more Ilvely interest 
in the subject of Methodist Union. His 
speech atthe General Oonference of the 
Methosist Church last September will not 
soon be forgottoa.

REY. W. BRIGGS, 

Another of the former Pastors of Bulle- 
vile, and ono whose name will not soon be 
forgotten. His fine pulpit talents, his 
punctual attendance to everything, great 
and small, belonging to the ministry, aud 
his kind, amiable disposition, all tend to 
make him what he is, one of the popular 
Ministers of the Methodist Church, 

He has had an excellent class of circuits, 
After being for a short time in country 
work, he came iuto demand for Oity ap- 
pointments. Hamilton, London, Montreal, 
Bellvyille, and Toronto are the places that 
havo had the advantage of his valuable 
services. He has been Ohairman of Dis- 
trict and Seoretary of Oonference, end as 
the General Uonference held leat September 
he was appointed Delegate to the Metho- 
dist Episcops! Church South. 

In 1878, when the General Oonference 
assombled in Montreal, Mr. Brigge was 
elected to the position of Book Steward, for 
which onerous position his former business 
experience eminently qualified him. With- 
out casting the least reflectionon former 
incumbents of the Book Koom, it is not 
going too far to assert that under his skil- 
ful management the Book Room has grown 
rapidly and now has become one of the 
largest Publishing Houses in the Dominion.

eo Deauty of exproasion hea seldom if over 
been excelled by any judge who has sat in 
Usgoode hell, proceeded to aay that in his 
oyinion all the ohargos of bribery by agents 
had either failed in proof or beén disproved 
Aa to tho personal charyos he must hold that 
tho Riving ola pass to a yoter was no more 
an «ff cs againt the law prohibiting the pay- 
mont of the travelling oxponsos thaa was the 
lending of the private osrriago of a candidate, 
Many kinds of inflaonco over voters werd 
perfvotly legal, sush asroclal or intellectual 
influeno:s, aod a maa who was rich and owned 
many conveyaaces had a right to use them for 
tho conveyanve of electoré to the pills Ia 
hia opiniou, the director of a railway, who, by 
virtue of bis offioo, had a right to grant free 
passo;, had the right to exorcise that priviledge 
yn the case of voters in olootion times.

BELLEVILLE AND THE N. P. 


AFTERNOON SESSION, Special arrangements for private afternoon 


Like Nero of old, the Grits would rejvice 
werethe country to gotw amash,if only their 
predictions of ruiu asa result of the N P. 
would be yerified. But the fates aro ad- 
verse, as the country continues to prosper 
in spite of the free traders’ prophecies of 
evil, and the active exertions of their parti- 
zans to counteract the benefits of the tariff. 
Mr. Mackenzie aud Mr, Blake delighted 
the Yankee emigration agents by their 
denunciations of tho Northwest and their 
Inudations of Texas and Kansas as homes 
for emigrants, the present leader of the 
Grits being so honored by the commercial 
adversaries of Canada as to have his portrait 
adorn the title pages of the emigration 
pamphlets which they scattered broadcast 
over Europe. Not to be outdone by its 

leaders, the local organ of the ‘‘ ruin and 
decay” party held up Belleyille as an ex 
ample of the evil wrought by the N. P., 
detailing with great gusto the number of 
shops vacant on Front Street as oeyi- 
dence of the truth of its statements. We 
then stated that the depression here was 
due to the decay of the lumber trade, which 
‘had taken place under the Mackenzie 
Fegime, to the sappiny of our trade by the 
opening of the Grand Junction, and to 
other causes of a temporary character. 
The orgen refused to accept these state- 
ments, tut time has brought its revonge. 

The tem- 
porarily vacant shops are sgain being 
ocoupied ; business is yery brisk; the 
men employed in local industries have 
been largely increased in number, and 
some ot them have been working night 
and day; the factories are full of orders ;

siderable jump, and houses are scarce and 
rents have iucreased materially. This 
pleasing state of affairs, the organ has been 
constrained to admit,inferentially, has been 
brought about by the N. P., to which 
{t wrongfully attribated the depression that 
formerly existed here, It isto the opening 
ofthe stove foundry that the organ attri- 
bates this happy change, thus ignoring the 
re-ostablishment of the pottery; the doubl- 
ing of the capacity of Lazivr’s woollon mill;

The Unpatriotic Party. 


Some months ago, says the Hamilton 
Spectator, free trade journals eagerly pub- 
lished the fact that wheat in Ohicago was 
quoted higher in price than in the principal 
markvts in Oanada.

Oanads, because immigranta will naturally 
be attracted to that country where they 
think they can get the best prices for the 
products of their industry. 

But a stern sense of duty demanded that 
the free traders should publish the fact, 
whether the country suffered or not. 

For some months the prices of grain have 
steadily and largely ruled higher in Oana- 
dian Markets than in Uhioago. 

A knowledge of the fact spread through 
Europe would be of incalculable ad vantage 
to Canada,

The Mann Murder Trial. 


THE PRISONER PLEADS GUILTY. 


L’Oricaat, Sept. 17. 

From an early.hour this morning large 
numbers of people have been flocking into 
town to hear the trial of Frederick Mann, 
charged with the murder of four of the 
Cook family, which frightful orime took 
place at Little Rideau on the morning of 
the 2ad of January last. Notwithstanding 
the crowd of people here everything is 
quiet and peacetul. Sharp at twelve o'clock 
Sheriff Merrick announced His Lordship 
Justice Armour, and after the usual form 
of calling the jury the Mann case was called, 
Mr. O’Brien, of L’Orignal, and Mr, H, F. 
McDonald, of Oornwall, appeared for the 
Orown, and Mr. John Maxwell, young 
local lawyer, for the prisoner. 

No evidence was gone into, however, the 
prisoner pleading guilty to the several 
charges against him. His lerdship gave 
the sentence of the Oourt at once, the aub- 
stance of which isthat the prisoner Fred- 
erick Mann stall be hanged by the neck 
until death onthe 12sh day of October. 
The best of order prevailed throughout the 
day.

Systematic Disfranchisement 


Algoma 
(From the Mail.) 

It has not been usual hithorto, eitherin the 
Ontario or Dominion elections, to have any 
doubt about the polling places at which the 
voters would have bo cast their votes. Yotin 
tho oase of Aljoma tho returniog cflioer has 
evaded every effort of thd elootore prior to 
nomination dey to ascortain whore the polls 
were to bo established. 

By the Eleotion Aot curtain placos are nam- 
ed at whioh polls must be established,and the 
oatablishment of additional polls ix by the Act 
to be doae by the Governor in O .uncil, Tho 
Act, however gives the retura ng officer 
power to establish more than one poll at the 
places named ion the Act 

Mr, Mowas in bis extreme anxicty seoma to 
stop st nothing in his efforts by foul means if 
not by fairto carry the approsohiag eleotion 
io Algoma, He is attempting, as we have 
seon, in his puny way to take th» disputed 
territory “by force.” He is also attempting 
to oarry tho constituency of Algoma by the 
most outrageous fraud and wrong, Tho par- 
tioa to suffer, ay wo shall soo presontly,are the 
e'cctors of Algoma. We havo little doubt 
than when they are awaro of what wo are 
abou) to point out the effect will bs. to rouse 
tho greatest indignasion and to make every 
=p in the constitaency com» forward at the 
polls to give the quictus t+ such system — ad 
ig now bejog attomptod, 

We have just roceivod a oop¥ of the proola- 
mation of the polling places mado by the ro- 
turolng officer at the nominations at Port 
Arthur Jast Friday. It is too long to set out 
at length. It divides the district iato twenty- 
throo p> ling sub-divisions, in each of which 
one or more poling places se uamed Twenty 
of those places are given tho nemes of the 
places at which the Act mses it tinporative 
to hold polls, andthe other three ara (2!) 
towoship of Vliver division, (22) Rat Porsage 
division, and (23) Fort Frauota district, sll 
places not named in the Ac}. It is plain,tnen, 
thatas tothe polling places the returoing 
officer must have bad the authority of ano 
order-in-Counoil for his proclamation to en- 
able him to go outside the places named in 
the Act, and Mr, Mowat is, thorefore, diroctly 
responsible for what has been done 

It is to be remembored that in Algoma ths 
yojing takes place under sub-section tive of 
section seven of the Eleoticn Ao}, which puts 
the whole diatriot under the same franchiso as 
the townships in Muskoka which have no as- 
seasmoat roll,and the docision of the judges in 
the Muskoka trial upon the right to vote in 
such townehips lays. its.dowa ,that anyone 
having the qualification mentianed iu the sub- 
segtion, whother an owner or householder, may 
xold at any ‘polling plact at which he may 
happen to be on polliag day—the ' distinction 
bo}weou householders and owners io reference 
to the location of the qualifigation not apply. 
ing to Algoma. 

Thoro was, therefore, no nectssity for divid- 
ing the district iato divisions, ae they have no 
signifivanve in opofiniog the repideats within 
thém to the polling places thus established 
Moceover, the Act does not directly or indi- 
reitly guthoriz/ it. “Tho Act ix oxolicit in 
naming tho placéa at which th» poll« are to 
bp jeatablishod,;and these aro nod dissriots, but 
Villages, or woll recognized settisneuts, The 
returning officer is a wall kaowa Gris, and ho 
will avubtless, as was done in the Muskoka 
cleo:fSn, appoint only the moat rabid Grits as 
dopaties to carry.out the scheme of the pro~ 
clamation, Lot the electors, however, not be 
deceived as to theirright t» vote aay where, 
notwithstanding the pseudo-diyisions of the 
district—for it necossarily, happeos,:. where 
publio works are going on in sach a district, 
that many persons will be at great distances 
from their homes on polling day, and the Act 
{s framed to moet jast such oases! 

There are other injustices, however, One 
of \the places at.which the «ctdicects a poll 
to be established is Nepigon bay, a place ac- 
oossible by water to all tho electors along the 


in 


‘| coast, ‘The place is also known as Red Rook, 


and ithas hada poll at previous elections, 
both Local aod Dominion, for somo time. 
Tho proclamation, however, leaves ous Nepi- 
goa diyision, covering over 200 milos of the 
coast ot Lake Superior, and fixes the poll for 
it at ‘‘Nepigon,” a little indian village about 
sixty miles inland from Neypyjon.bay, where, 
thére are no voters, and which would be prao- 
tically inscceasible to the electors ou tho coast 
who have been acoustomed to vote at Nepigon 
bay, to say nothing of the large number of 
residents and settlers who ard now located 
there on the works going on iv that vivinity, 

Rat Portage division is constituted covering 
& tract of conntry from s point half way be-

The Late Cheese Markets 


(From the Utica Herald.) 

Under the influence of moderate receipts 
last wook the cheose market was held steady 
at about LO}o. for the top price. Had ar- 
rivals been anywhere near to what they 
were the week before, there would inevia« 
tably have been another decline, New York, 
however, i: not,as formorly, the only factor 
to be considored in the foreign cheese trade. 
Montroal trade has assumed such propor- 
tions that it affects Liverpool almost as 
much as New York does, It is not that 
the Oanadian make of choose has increased 
so largely the present season, although out 
of a total of 628 factories this year, there 
are 161 that wore not reported to the agri- 
cultural bureau of the Province of Ontario 
last season—an increase of nearly one 
quarter. But Oanndian railroads haye 
made a strong competition for the carrying 
of the cheese from our own western states, 
and cheese oan now be shipped, we are tola, 
from Chicage or Milwaukee to Liverpool 
via Montreal for 820. per hundred lbs., 
where it costs only 620. tosend them to 
New York. Either some concessions will 
have to be made by our railroads and the 
steamship lines centering at New York, or 
the outire western cheese trade will be lost 
to that olty,and its rank as ashipping point 
for cheese be reduced to the second place 
among the porta of this continent. 

Oheese iu the country is in better condi- 
tion than it was a week ago, but there is 
rather more of it. The market is not so 
atiff that it may not be broken again if 
large arrivals should exceed the wants of 
buyers. Home trade has been more active 
and has helped to decrease the holdings of 
week before inst, but there is still a good 
deal of July and early August atook to be 
disposed of.

A String of Free Trade Fallacies 


( From the Toronto World.) 


In some lines of cotton manufacture, the 
mills have been produciug more goods than 
the market requires, and now the output 
has to be cut down by # resort to short 
time to relieve the market. Thero is noth- 
ing extraordinary in all this, there have 
boon over-production, and glutted markets 
before now in Eagland, the United States 
and othor countries. Whatis so romark- 
able about itis however tho fact that it is 
held to be proof that protection han failed, 
With jost as much reason might the glut- 
ted markets of Kagland, in murchandise of 
cotton, woollen aud iron, at various times 
during the past forty years, be hold to 
prove tho failures of fees trade. In con- 
ueotion with this temporary pheononodon cf 
over-production of cotton goods in Canada, 
the froo trade papers’are raaning into what 
we call phenomenal blunders, 

The fact that we have so quickly pro- 
greasod ao for.as to be ablo to make in some 
lines all the cotton goods we require doos 
Hot prove the failure of protection, but its 
success. Ifthe manufacture had béen ill 
adapted to the country, we might not have 
reached iu fourteen years the capacity of 
production to whichwe haye obtained in 
four years. When we adopted the policy 
of protection, what was the object of it at 
all, if not to cause that we should make at 
home certain goods which before we had 
been importing front abroad? From the 
fact that the policy has developed the man- 
ufacturo up to the extent of sufficient home 
supply the freo traders. draw the inferouce 
that it has failed ; but the more rational 
inference would be that 1t bas succeeded 
But, perhaps, they will say,tho policy should 
have been 80 framed as to cause’ that ex- 
actly «sufficient supply,and no moro,should 
have-been produced. We may be open to 
consider the reason ableneas of this sugges- 
tion when such nice guaging of supply to 
said demand has been achieved in any com 
moeroial and manufacturing country, in any 
record of history that we have. Practically 
it ts impossible to just get to the limit and 
no'farther ; we must go beyond it to be 
sure that we have reached it. 

A still worse blunder as to the bottom 
facts of the case is the assertion that the 


cotton companies have been paying divi! 


dends on watered stocks, This is not 
merely away from tho real trath of the mat- 
ter, bué ic is the very opposite of the truth ; 
itis founded on an utter misapprehension 
ofrhat hos .actually happened. Haying 
been reading that Westero Union telegraph 
stock is four-fifths water,and only one-fifth 
bona fide invested capital; the free trade 
editors think itis just the thing, for the 
timo, to say the» cotton company. stocks 
have been watered too. Now, so fac from 
thia being the oa*e, the trath of the matter 
is the cotton company stocks, or most of 
them, have been far too much concsntrated 
and boiled down, For instance « company 
that should have been started with half a 
imiflion capital starts with only a quarter of 
a million, and then has to go in debt for 
machiuery or issue bonds for the diffsrence. 
By and by it divides, for a brief time only, 
twenty per cent. on the quarter million, 
the amount of oapital which it shoul! have 
had in the first place. The case is not one 
of too muoh stock nominally as with rail- 
way snd telegraph companies, but one of 
not having enough stock for the actual 
needs of the business. Hence the blunder 
of tweuty or thirty per cent divideud on the 
insufficient capital, and néxt no dividend 
at all. Had the cotton companies started 
in each cass with sufficient capital, just 
enough to pay up for everything aud leave 
a fair margin for working expenaes; wo 
should never have heard of thirty por cent. 
dividends at all. On the insutticient capital 
the dividends looked big for a while, but 
they were not really a'cant bigger for all 
that. If you want toget the case of the 
cotton companies in a nutshell juat look at 
it as being exactly the reverse of a case of 
watered stock, and you-haye it. State the 
case of the Western Union and then state 
one exactly the reverse, and you describe 
the condition of the cotton companies as 
far as Yelation of nominal-stock to capital 
actually invested is concerned. In their 
eagerness to make @ pojnt against protec- 
tion the free tradera have blundered most 
uppardonably as to facts. 

They do not mend the matter either, 
when they prove it a calamity to the coun- 
try that cotton goods of home manufacture 
are now tvo abundant and too cheap. But, 
they may ssy, the cotton convention has 
decided shat the goods are to be dear, Wo 
reply, time enough to meet that fact when 
we see it.

Let them show, if it be within thoir com- 
pass, that there has been a single bushel 
of grain or stick of timbor the less produced 
in Canada by reason of the cotton, woollen 
or any other. manufacture, We do not 
Mubstitute the factory forthe farm; what 
we do ts to add tho factory to the farm, the 
latter atill going on as before, Just at pre- 
sont, for want of eyes’ to soe what the facts 
of the caso really moan, our free tradors 
are drifting perilously near to arguing that 
abundance of useful; staple commodities 
produced at home is an evil to the country. 
Thoy are golng fearfully to the bad in logio, 
and had better call a halt and mond thofr 
arguments.

Many think it cheaper and better to take up 
: large trees from the woods, and transplant 
uf them to their grounds or to the road side, than 
—— | to buy nursery trees. Asa rule, such trees 
SUPP I LAS die; they fail because proper precautions have 
not been taken, In digging up the tree, all 
the roots outside of a ciro'e a fow feet in 
diameter are cut off, and the tree is reset with 
its full head of branches. Whoever has seen 
trees in the forest that were upturned by a 
tornado, must have been strack by the manner 
{on whioh the roots run very nesr tothe sur- 
face, and to a great distance. When the roots 
of these trees are out off at two or three feet 
trom the trank, few or no fibrous or feeding 
roots are left; and if the mass of top Iu left, 
the expansion of the budsin the spring will 
not be ‘ responded to by a at ly of sap from 
the roots, and death must aie: If such 
trees haye the tops completely removel, leav- 
ing only a bare pole, they will usually grow 
when transplanted. The tree iv little more 
thar’ an immense cutting ; but there are roots 
enough left to meet the demand of the fow 
shoots tha} start from the top, and growth 
above and below ground are well balanced, We 
haye seen maples, elms, and basswuod trees, 
fifteon fect or more high ‘transplanted in this 
manner without a failure. Some trees treated 
in this manner were planted in ovr neighbor 
hood about tan yeara ago. They have now as 
fine heads as one would wish, and show no 
signs of former rough tréatment Treos in 
pastures, or onthe edge of the woods, are 
better furnished witb roots, These should be 
prepared for transplanting by ‘igging down to 
the roots, and cutting off all that extend be- 
yond the desired distance. ‘fhis will oause the 
formation of fibrous roots near the tree. It will 
be safer to take two yeara for the operation, 
outting half of the root each year. Such troas 
may be removed in safoty, especially if a good 
share of the top is removed at transplanting. 
—American Agriculturist for October

Black Flags and Yellow Hlags. 


The London Times thus explains the his- 
tory and significance of the two phrases 
“Black Flags” and “Yellow Flags” which 
have ocourred constantly in the cable news 
from Tonquin :— 

The Taeping rebellion broke out in the 
province of Kwangsi, and after extending 
across Ohina to within sight of the capital 
it was finally overcome by the joint efforts 
of the Imperial commanders and of General 
Gordon. In 1865 those of the rebels who 
had either remained in K wangal or who had 
had the good fortune to escape there were 
expelled the province by the Emperor's lieu- 
tenants and driven across the border into 
Tonquin. They found a secure place of 
refuge in the mountains on either side of 
the Songoor Valley, but far from willing 
to exasperate the Ohinese authorities, they 
showed a disposition to act in obedience to 
their beheats and to carry out their projects, 
In numbers their fighting men were at this 
period computed at 5000, At firet Watsong, 
said to haye been one of the principals of 
Taeping Wang’s followers, was the recog- 
nized chief ot this band of exiles, who were 
acoompanied by their wives and families. 
The Annamese troops were repeatedly sent 
against these troublesome and self-inyited 
guests, but only to experience defeat ; and 
in 1878 these Ohinese rebels were ia up. 
questioned possession ofj the right bank of 
the Songooi above the capital. The assist- 
ance of the Uhinese Viceroy of the Two 
Kwang was inyoked and accorded with such 
good results, that these assailanis wore ex- 
pelled from the low lying country and con- 
fined to the upper course of the river. A 
division in the chiefship of the band came 
almost at the same moment,to give increas- 
ed effect to the interfereace of the Chinese 
authorities. Watsong died, and two chiefs 
were elected in his stead,one by the origin- 
al followers of the Taepings, the other by

Judge Fraleck’s Decision. 


(Continued from yesterday.) 

Ho, in fact, saw overythiog going On consls- 
tent with the oarrying out this agroomont, and 
yot made no objection, I must hold that ho 
acquiessed in what was done, and that he, 
along with the othor defendants, is bound by 
that acquiescence, But in the third place, it 
{a objected that bosause other nigoaturos wero 
atlixed to the agroomont subsoquont to that of 
Woodoock, the agroomont is void, The agroo 
mont is of such a character that so soon a1 
Woo loook and the ten other parties who pro- 
ceded him had affixed thoir namo, it would 
bo complete. Oortainly not, It sooms to mo 
that it was tho intontioa when th» agreoment 
wae drawn to inolude all the inhabitants of 
the munlolpality of Hungerford who should 
thoreunto subscribe their names, 

Mr. Bardets has called’ my attention to 
Reid vs Humphrey ef al. 6 Appeal 403, In 
this orse « promissory note bad bean made by 
three partics payable to one David Plokle or 
bearer, and by said Pickle transforrod to ano. 
ther; when sued upon and produced at trial, 
the note appeared to t» made by four parties, 
the name ‘‘ Dayid Pickle,” appoariog signed 
thereto ax jviat maker, It did no’ appar 
how the name oame there; but it wai not the 
aignatare of David Pioklo., Lt way held to bo 
a matatis| alteration vitiating the note, and 
this, even if David Pickle had himsolf affired 
his name thero, A promissory note is a nego- 
tiable instrament, A nogotiable instrament 
requires the utmost certslaty about it; oer- 
tein to tho sum of monoy, cortain as to the 
absolute and onditional payment of that sam 
of money,and certainty ast» tho time specified 
therein But this sgreement sasd on is nota 
negotiable instrument, it is aa execatory 
agreement, and the above caso, is sooms to 
me, oannot therefore apply, especially where, 
from the face of thé agreement itself and from 
the intention of sll parties o ncerned, it was 
intended to inolude ell parties who should 
become and make themsolves parties thereto 
by subsoribing theirnames. If this dcoument 
is vititted by affixing a numbor of signatures 
after that of Woodoook, how then oan aay 
any dced of composition amongst creditors be 
upheld, which is expressod to bs made botween 
‘*the soveral porsons whosd Osmes and soals 
are subscribed and affited in the schodule 
hereunder written, being creditors exeouting 
these presevts,” &o,? Mr, Burdett contends 
that this agreement was given to the Railway 
Company wholly without auy consideration 
from the Company, and thorefore could not 
be enforoad at law agains; those people. Now 
it ia an old principle of law, “'.f thers bs any 
consideration the Court will not weigh the 
extent of it,” see’ Hitchoook vs. Croker, 6 ad. 
and ©. 117, Ellonborough O, J. 16 East, 2 H. 
Bl. 312, &o, 

But I am not sosure this agresment cannot 
be so considered as to contaln a consideration. 
What, in the tirat ‘place, warthe objoot of 
this meédting at all? Was it not for the ob- 
jeot of inflaencing the Company to build their 
road on tho line then lo»ated? What interest 
had the partles to th's agcoement ia haviag 
the rovd built av then’ loosted? To inorer-e 
the valde of their property, and =» 009 hrs 
attempted to dony that the property has been 
increased in value to a large exS»nt. Had the 
agrooment bien so worded as t» promise a 
“right of way through the Township of Hun- 
gerford” on condition, or in consideration it be 
on the lineat present located, instead of ‘*on 
which to build said railroad on the line at 
present looated through the village of Tweed,” 
tho consideration would have been clear. Bat 
there. isa restrictive clause ora condition 
whioh, it seems to me, when taken in connec- 
tion with the intention and the acts of tho 
parties, implies as consideration, viz: That 
the road should be built on :theline then 
located and upon no other, Again, too, ‘‘oon- 
tracts framed and constituted for the psrform- 
ance of mutual and reciprocal acts and duties 
and founded upon mautual'ty and reciprocity of 
obligation and liability,the objection of nudum 
pactum oannot apply,” Soe Addison on conts. 
Ed. 1875, page 34. 

It was contsaded that the plaintiff is not a 
party or reat to the! contract, thatat all 
events, this dooument if anything, is a joint 
contract andno separate action will lie, in 
which case this Court has no jurisdiction, 

I am of the oplnidn that each of theso parties 
are soparatcly liable for their share of the 
contribution, It isa general rule that ‘‘ the 
true relation subsisting between the several 
parties, bound for the performance of a written 
obligation may be shown by parol evidence, 
The Hability to oontributioa doos uot arise 
from contract, but from equitable principles. 
There is no agroomant between the sureties 
contained ia the obligation slgacd by thom. 
The agrosment is between the obligers and 
obliges, As between the various sarotios 
there is no written agreement; there is only 
an equitable presumption raised by the faot 
of payment that the sureties ought to oon- 
tribute equally.” See Braadt on Suretyship 
and Warranty, pago 317, ot seq: 

In this agreement, thon, sovent g-throo in- 
dividua's agree to furnish tothe Railway 
Company the freo A, of way. Surely, in 
order to accompish this, there mast be a tacit 
understanding or # presumption that each will 
equally ocontribate bis shere and, if so, each 
should be individually held to the extent of his 
share, 

I do not thiak the ooatention as to the pay- 
ment by somo of the oontributora has the 
effect to discharge the defendant; calls for any 
fengthoned comment, 16 was showa that the 
olaim sued on was the first contribution re- 
quired. Somo of the witnoases stated thoy 
had paid the amount and had boon called on 
for moro, I am of the cpinion that no one is 
disharged from the liability of this agreement ; 
that all aro liable for whatever the right of 
way may’ cost, 

It wes lastly contended that the algaature 
of this and the detendants in tho other suits 
wa) obtainod by misrepresontation, Now, as 
to the mlsropréventatlon rogarding assistance 
from the County Council, MoGowan says: “I 
did not toll the defendant, Woodoook, that it 
would oos) him nothing. I didtell him and 
others thatI thought tho Uounty Oousoil 
would give something toward It: Ho sigaod 
it inhis own houss, He tried to get obhors to 
sign it,” 

This witness emphatically denied telling 
avy partios that this agrcomont was a potition 
White, another witnoss,says; ‘It wes allogod 
aod spoken of that thoy thought the Oounty 
would pay ono-half the amountfor the right 
of way.” 

Now, it was contended by tho dofendant 
that no oharge of misroprésontation was mado 
against the plaintiff, that tho ropresontation 
to bo binding must bo made by a party to 
tho contract, mado by a party to this suit. 
Thoro is no charge of mlareprosontation on tho 
part of tho Railway Company or its omploy- 
oos. Ifa man bo induosd to onter into s 
contract, by false roprosentation, into which bat 
for that m'‘sreprodéntation ho would not have 
entered, he must, on discovering tho fraud, 
ropudlate the contracts. Soo Addison on Torts, 
Eid, 1876, page 401. Now, how have the do- 
foudant, Woodcook,and tho other dofendants, 


supported this charge of misroprosentation by 
thoir acta f This dooumont was aignod about 
tho twoaty seoond day of May, 185% Thoy 
all must have had kaowlodgo that thoro was 
a schome aot on foot to purchase tho right of

been concealment nor misrepresentatou and 
the defendant would have been responsible as 
taking the risks of the correctvess of ths books 
upon himself. Iam inclined to the opiaton 
that the representation alloged to have been 
made in the preseat care doa nob como within 
the scope of this deslsion ; that the parties to 
this agreement assamed the risk of the Jounty 
Couacil granting any relief. Bat French vs. 
Skead, 24, Grant, 179 and Silverthorn vs. 
Hanter, 5, Appeal, 157, are opposed to the 
dotendant’s contention, 

Woaile Joliffee. vs Baker, 11 Q. B. D., 265, 
where the lawis reviowed, considered and 
deolded ia regard t> misrepresentation it was 
held that sach mi¢reprosentation must amount 
to a fraud, 

It was argued that MoGowaa had been con- 
tradioted by many of the defeadants and that 
his evidence had besa refated’ My attention 
was called to the ‘South. Renfrew Eleotion 
Case,” page 710, 1t is true asny of the de- 
fendants say they were sigaing 4 potition, or 
that they did not know what they were siga- 
ing. Butit must bs remembered that each 
of those defendants haye a direct interest, io 
this sult; MoGowan is supported in nearly 
all the evidence given by him by one or more 
witnesses, Tho difforent witnesses who were

For the Inte lligencer. 


Mn. Evrror,—Chore appeared in tho aol. 

umns of the Ontario, in the wintor of 1880,an 
sccount of a strange and mysterious light that 
Appoarod west of the village of Brighton, io 
the township of Cramaho, At tho time it was 
orlled the Brighton Ghost. As nothing has 
been heard from tho matter sings, I propose 
to show what it was that theao good poople 
did see, 
_ By looking through the world's history we 
find that phenomenal sights similar to this 
have occasionally appoared in all agos of the 
wold aud in different climes 

fre the anolont Greeks jhad~-yot emergod 
from barbariem, thoy , boheld, at noonday, a 
company of soldiors high in the alr above 
them,who wore boing drilled in thoit military 
exorolvos, Tho Groeks immodiately convened 


their National Council to consider the matter, 
They then docided that it was an intimation 
from the Gods to the effect if they would main. 
tain their independence’ among the sar- 
rounding nations,thelr militiary orgaalzstions; 
and, heiog a pioas people, thoy immediatoly 
obeyed what they considered to ba the will of 
the Gods. Frotn that timo for three hundred 
years the Greok arms were frrosistiblo. 


In tho early agos of Christlanity the hoathon 
6mperor Constantine, when marching at the 
head of bis army intent on exterminating 
the Christian religion out of his domin- 
ions, at noonday beheld high in the hea- 
vens above suspended, a oross—tho Chris. 
tian cross. He fell prostrate on his face to 
the earth, firmly believing that it was a man 
date from heayen commanding him to desist 
from persecating christianity. He also in his 
hoad believed that if he embraced christianity 
and adopted the orcas for his military stand. 
ard, he would thon be suooeasfal in all his 
military undertakings. Ho obeyed what he 
considered to bs the gommand of heaven. 

rom that time forward he has been known 
n history as Constantine the Great. 


In the 16th century, the psople of England 
beheld, at midday, a fully equipped merohsnt 
vessel majestically ssiling through the air, 
high over England, Many beliéved this to be 
an intimation trom above to the people of 
England. that if. they would maintaio their 
standing among the neighboring nations, they 
must improve their merchant marineand strive 
for the oarrying trade of the world.

They averred that it was a hoayenly 
admonition to the sinful inhabitants of this 
earth to flee from the wrath to come, Also 
another section of the New England Puritans, 
who fancied that it omened tho near approach 
of the long expected uaiversal burst up of 
creation, 


In the yoar 1819, the inhabitants along Dan- 
das Street, between the village of Brighton 
and Gadshill, in the Township of Cra’ e, in 
Upper Canada, at noon-day beheld high in the 
air above them a bosutifully laid out and well 
cultivated farm, Many thought this was a 
intimation {rom a superhuman being that the 
Canadians, if they would succeed as a people, 
must. improve in their farming» Bat there 
was one among the lookers on .who deolared 
that he had seen that farm before.

T'o the Editor of the London Times, 

Sr1r,—The humbler classes of this great Em- 
pire retarn their most sincere thanks for your 
permitting the subjoot of State-aided or direc- 
ted emigration to be discussed, ‘*The Suez 
Canal” or even ‘‘ County Franchise’’ does not 
touch them. The question they ask them- 
selyes is, What are we to do when work and 
wages are stagnant? They hear of lands which 
our bountiful Father has blessed us with 
wanting to be tilled. Here they are getting 
daily more squeezed into a limited space, work 
is leas constant, living is dearer, and conse- 
quently, » man is on his beam ends in no time 
when work is slack, 

My experience, happily extending over 15 
years, and in aiding quite a little army of 
4,700 to our oolonies,shows that our first-class 
mechanios and laborers do not emigrate, 
Canada telegraphs to-day that 32,360 emi- 
graots arrived up to August 31, Yot we have 
no means accurately of telliog how many emi- 
grants annually leave our shores, since a 
good number go by German, Belgian, and 
French steamers, Yet this is quite certain, 
that very many more stalwart and plucky 
men would go if they were able. 

Our Eoglish folks consider that as the State 
has most gecerously aided the Irish out of 
the Imperial Treasury to go elsewhere, they 
ought not to be passed over. There is, Sir, 
a growing dread among the toilers for daily 
wages against being forced into the union. In 
my union the ayerage cost of out-door poor is 
per week Is, 6$d., while the io-door is 9s, 
11#4.,in nine years, With a decreasing popula- 
tion our out-door decreased from 5,460 to 2,979, 
while the in-door rose from 2,543 to 3,357 ; 
rateable value £730,000, with ls. 10}d. rate 
per £, now £850,000, with 2s, 54d. rate in 
the poucd. Much might be argued from these 
facts, Emigration clubs or sooleties, dotted 
about England, have effected muob good, and 
private charity, though extensive,is unable to 
cope with the just requirements of those sook- 
ing to emigrate. 

It becomes, therefore, absolutely necessary 
that the Imperial Government should come 
{crward, and belieye me, Sir, there is a very 
firm and fixed determiuation among the masses 
to make this a burning question. There is a 
large coming shower op this (to them) all 
important question. Why should not the 
State, the emigrant, and the Colonies each 
bear one-third of the expenses? We need a 
** third-class party” to onr Colonies, I plead 
most earnestly for those willing and able to 
work, but who got into despair by being un- 
able to procure it here, 

I am convinced there is no more truly char- 
jtable or permanent way of doing gool to the 
poor than by assisting suitable persons to the 
Colonies, I think, Sir, by your so kindly 
allowing this great Imperial and Colonial 
subject to be discussed you show that you 
consider it one requiring the highest states- 
manship, and I rejoice that our Uolonial Em- 
pire is now directed by the Karl of Derby, 
who I feel has the utmost sympathy in this 
matter,

Tho Dauntless roturnod lest night, having 
boon detained by tho gale. Hor ownor, 
©x.0om, Pitooathly, roporte vory hoavy 
woeathor the three last days of bor cruise. 
Sovoral [riunds wore unable . to join him at 
tho last moment, and he was only acoom- 
panied by Mr, D, B, Robertson, J.Malyon, 
the sailing mastor,and the cabin boy Master 
Whooler. On Monday night they found 
friondly shelter in Picton harbor, but bad 
to keep an anchor watch, as the yacht drag. 
god her anchor considerably. 

On Tuesday a.m., they started for home, 
but enoountering foarful bursts of the gale, 
from over the high bluff shores of the Weat 
Roach, aud losing thelr dingy,they put in- 
to Roblin’a Oove, Hore they found Capt. 
Desmore, of the sohooner McLellan, at 
anchor, Tho Capt. kindly lent his yawl 
and went also himself in search of tho miss- 
log dingy towards the Adolphustown shoro, 
where it was found kindly hauled up by a 
farmer who was ploughing and had wit- 
nossed the struggles of the Dauntless and 
the loss of her boat. 

On Oasey’s Point could be seen the 
Fanny Campbell—na_ large throe-masted 
barque—loaded with iron ore, hard and fast. 
Farther up, in Hay Bay, could be seon the 
schooner yacht Rhoda, of Oswego, safely 
riding out the yale at anchor, but under a 
low shore 

There b ing no abatement of tho gale the 
Dawitless retssined in the cove all aight 
and yesterday she started again, tho wind 
being mors moderato. However, it wae 
not louny ere a single reef was necessary, 
then a. double one, and lastly the whole 
three and the storm jib was in order. “The 
sea at tho foot of Massassaga Bay was im- 
monse and frequently made a clean bredch 
over the staunch and weatherly little yacht.

Some Great Volcanic Hruptions, 


Java, with its sixtoon active and lonumor- 
able quicsoont voloanoes, is used to oruptions, 
some of whioh have been even moro dostruc- 
tive than the Ischis oarthquake, The voloano 
of Kraketos has beoa ina state of unusaal 
activity for some weeks, aud bad it not been 
for tho ‘‘ tidal wave’ ite activity might have 
subsided without doing material damago 
Some of the Java voloances rise to a hoight of 
12,000 fost, and, as we have said, io past time 
their eruptions have been enormoasly destruc 
tive, In 1772, for example the volosno 
Papandayang, in tho southwest part of tho 
island, threw out such ao immonse quantity of 
scor'w sod eanhos in a siogle oight that anares 
having a radius of soven miles was covered 
with » layer fitty feet thick. Forty native 
villages were buraed beneath it, and 3,000 
porsons aro supposed to have porished in this 
one night. Still, more torribly dostruotive 
was the eruption of Mount Galuaggong, a 
fow miles east of the former, on October 8, 
1882, At midday, udner a cloudless sky, 
with not a breath stirring, a dark, dense mass 
rose from an old volcano and spread itself out 
with suoh appalling rapidity that in a few mo- 
menta the whole landscape was shrouded in the 
darkness of night, Brigat tlsshes occasionally 
pierced the darkness; a deluge of hot 
water aod mad shot up from the crater, aad 
poured down the, mountain sides, sweep- 


in its seething mass, Nearly evergtring 
was destroyed for a radius of twanty miles 
round, A second cruptioa four days alter 
completed the catastrophe, This was accom- 
panied by an earthquake. Tho summit ofthe 
mountain was broken down ; one side, covered 
with forest, became a semicircular gulf; new 
hills aud valloye are eald to have been formed, 
and rivers ba! their courses changed. As 
many as 114 villsges wore destroyed,and 4,000 
people killed. The remarkable thing is that 
no record existed of auy previous eruption of 
the mountasio, which was situated ia one of 
the most fortile vallcysin Java, In 1543 itis 
estimated that Mount Guotuo flung forth 
ashes and sand to the extent of 20,000,000 
tons ; 1867 an earthquake caused ths death of 
1,000 people, in the town of Jokgokarts alone; 
in 1872 one of the most active volcanoes, 
Merapl, brought death to many of the dwellers 
around ; while the damage to be feared from 
the ashes thrown out by the same mountain 
interferes with the planting: of coffeoin the 
neighboring districta, Earthquakes destruc- 
tive to life are of frequent ocourrenoe; the 
most celebrated iv that of January 5th, 1699, 


when 208 shooks were felt, and:mavy houses |}: 


in Batavia destroyedy .Mud;. volosnoos, gas 
fountains, and hot springs are common over 
the island, From Java to Kamchatka acismi- 
oan phenomens in the shape of voloanoes and 
earthquakes are of constant ooourrence, though 
the accompanying tidsl wave is not 49 common 
as we fiod it on the other side of the Pacific 
4 on the coast of South Amerioa.—London

WHAT TONGUE DID CHRIST SPEAK ? 

Some learned students of this question, 
which the revisior of the Oli Testament has 
vested with ronewed interost,,are of opinion 
that the popular language of the inhabitants 
of Palestine at the time of Christ's mission 
was Greok. Tho Rev, Alex’r Koberte, D.D., 
recently published a book on the Old Tosta- 
ment rovision, in which he gives some reasons 
for this conclusion, For centuries preceding 
the coming of Christ the Greok language per- 
meated the countries bordering on the Medi! 
terrancan. Tho old Hebrew, in which the law 
had been written, hai become a dead lan- 
guage, and only the loarned men of that period 
were able to read the Pentateuch. The pure 
Hebrew race to the Palestine spoke Aramaic, 
which was totally unlike tha Hebrew of Moses 
and Isaiah, Tho Greek language and Aramaio 
were, then, the tongues spoken in that country 
at the time of the coming of our Lord. Hence, 
Dr. Robertsargues, that while: teaching the 
people, Christ would address them in a lan. 
guage that they understood, Even if He knew 
the Soripturea in the original Hebrew, He 
would no more be likely t> ave them in that 
way than a modern prescpa who.sznows the 
New Testament in the original Greek would 
give his text in that. The evidence that the 
common people uaderatood Greek our author- 
ity considers conclusive, As oxamples of facts 
which led him to this opinion, he quotes tae 
epistles which were written in Greek by some 
of the spostles to the Hebrow Obristians, 
Paul's epistles to the Grooks were, of coarse, 
written in Greek. “ Bat,” asks Dre. Roberts, 
“why should Peter, who was a strict Hoocaw, 
write his epistles in Greek uales: the Hoyrows 
underatood Grook? Why was the epistio to 
th» Hebrews; ascribed to Paul, writsen in 
Greek?’ The apostics appose to have syvken 
in Aramaig.and in Greek, as the occ ion 
seemed to,demand, Obrist,did not address 
Himself merely toa province but to the wo Id, 
and his utterances were, therefore, in tho lan- 
guage that»was best understood. » Greek was 
the language of civilization ; moroover, *' it 
was the.clyilization of that ora which scoepted 
Him, while the Hebrews rejeoted Him.” The 
question is one of peculiar interest. Lhw de- 
sire to:know as acourately as possible the exact 
words of our Saviour, is inbora in the breast 
of every believer in Him, The translation 
from Jrock to English is vory certain to be 
correct, while that from Aramalo to Greek is 
by no means so.suro. Henoerthe disoovery 
that He taught in th» Grovk language yooms 
to bring us nearor to the trath, —Philadelphia 
Record.

Trades Unionism in Great Britain. 


In Groat Britala there are seven of those 
reat societivs, known as tho, Amalyamatod 
oolety of Engiaoors, Friendly Sooiety of Lron 

Founders, Boilor makers and Tron-ahip Bulld- 
ors, Stoscn Engine Makers scoloty, Iron Mould- 
ers, of Scotland, Amalgamated Oarponters 
and Joiners and the Amalgamated Society of 
Tailors. - These societies haye not less than 
1,542 branochos, with 131,130 mombora, the 
Soolety of Koginoors boing tho most numerous 
(48,385,) This last has an income of £124,408, 
and the totsl of all their incomes may be 
represented in our monoy, as boing nearly 
$2,000,000 In 1882 thoy expended, princi: 
pally for support of mo.obora and for othor 
purposos, $1,207,205. Thoro outlays aro 
mado for tho sick fand, for fanorals, for 
superannuation, for acoldents, for benevolent 
grants, for those out of work and for atcikos ; 
but whea this last item is donsidored it is 
found that only some $30,000 were spent, 
Daring 1882 thoro has boon a wondorfal in- 
crease in the funds ayallable ovor 1831, as 
moch as £73,599, But thore have boon yoars 
whoo business was briak and wages high, whon 
the total amounts at the command of theso 
Trade unions haye boon yory much largor.

From the Ottawa correspondence of the 
Mail we learn that the scoounta for the 
fiscal year onded June 30th have just been 
made up, aud the result is as follows: Ro- 
ceipts, $36,885,354 ; expenditure, $28,805,- 
229 ; surplos, $7,083,105, This 16 the lace 
gest surplas ever had in one yoar since 
Confederation. The surplus for 1881 82 
was $6,316,000. In neither caso does tho 
surplus Taclude the proceeds from land sales 
in the Northwest. This is a most satwfac 
tory exhibit, the expenditure being lese than 
Sir Leonard in the budget speech estimated, 
and the receipts being greater. 

Itis not probable that the surplus for 
thé carrent year will be so large, as recent 
reductions in the tariff will have their full 
effect during the year. Moreover, import- 
ations in some lines of goods have fallen 
off, partly because of.a conservative feeling 
on the part of buyers and partly owing to 
the fact, thiat some lines of manufactures 
have been “ao stimulated by the N. P. that 
the home manufacturers can supply the 
home market.

He lived directly opposite 
the sceneof the murder and witnessed the whole 
alTair frém his window. He stood in sach great 
fear, however, of Fen‘an vengeance that he gave 
no nto the police. He further de- 
clares thathis empl yer, one oimddox, and 
comrade named Wilkes can confirm his story. 


That Oarey was bad man—a disgrace 
to humanity —thero can be no doubt; but 
he had satisfied'the law, and it didviot rest 
with any individual,still leas with the emis- 
sary of a traitorous and murderous organi- 
zation, to cake the life which the law had 
Spared. 

The disglosure made ia the telegram 
above quoted, with the object which we 
have above stated, places the Fenians in a 
worse light than ever before. It isto be 
hoped that the “ Irish ironworker” will be 
dealt with ashe deserves. As to O'Donnell 
he will haveis fair trial, but the evidence 
already taken leaves no doubt what the re-

Toroxt», Sep. 27 —Mr. Gordon Brown has 
entered a sult against Mr, Thomas Nelron, of 
Ediaburgh, Sootland,to bo relioyed of a claim 
against him (Mr, Brown) for $33,000, the price 
of a cortain stook in the Globe Printing Com- 
psny of the same nominal value, which he 
(Mr. B,) had bought from the ostate of tho late 
Hon, George Brown; and he further sues for 
the return to him (Mr. B.) of $22,000 of Globe 
stock his own property, which he had 
pledged aa security for a loan of $35,000 
nogotlated through the Bank of Movtreal, 
with which loan the $35,009 Globe stook 
already referred to was purchased, The 
grounds on whioh Mr, Brown olaims relief are 
that ho was managing director of the Globe 
and that there was an arrangement that he 
shoald continue in such office for an indefinite 
period and pay for the atock out of hi- salary, 
and that bis dismissal without cause was con- 
trary to that arrangement and deprived him of 
the means to pay for the stook and tho inter- 
ert, and thorefure he ought tobe released 
The case will go toa jary, but will not likely 
be heard sooner than January next. Mr, Osler 
has charge of Mr. Brown's caso. 


Treacherous # riends. 


The Ottawa correspondent of the Toronto 
Mail publishes some interesting facts which 
show how truly patriotic the loading spirits 
of the Reform party of Ontario are, and 
how profoundly we are indebted to them 
for their service on behalf of the province, 
Mr. Pardee, a member of the Provincial 
Government, has control of the Orown lands 
of Oatario,and this is the disinterested man 
ner in which he uses his power. He and A. 
S. Hardy, Peok, ex-M.P.P. of Haliburton, 
D. McOraney, ex-M.P.P. for Kent, Hun- 
ter, ox-M.P.P. for South Grey, Striker 
ex-M, P. P, ior Prince Edward, Fitzgerald, 
Crown lands agent at Fenelon Falls, and 
W. McOraney, M. P, for Halton, have 
combined with other prominent Grits to 
secure, and they have secured and now 
own, 8 large tract of land in Hamlin, 
Deuel and Oodrington Oounties in Da- 
kotah, in the neighborhood of Oastlewood, 
on the line ef the Ohicago and North- 
western Railway. ‘* Where your treasure 
lies there will your heart be also,” and it 
is little to be wondered at that the sym- 
pathisers of these Dekotah landowners are 
strongly in favor of their American pos- 
seasions,and that their energies have been 
directed towards preventing Ontario com- 
petition. Oonsequently,the Mowat Govern- 
ment, controlled by Hardy and Pardee, 
have refused to open up the uncultivated 
lands of the province. One large etract 
in particular, extending west of Mattawa 
near Lake Nipissing, being 350 miles 
long and 50 miles wide has been closed 
to svttlement lest it might interfere 
with the value of the Dakotah lands, 
Frequent spplicatious haye been made 
for grants up there, but not an acre can 
be obtained. And yet these men pretend 
to be the champions of Ontario’s rights, 
they are willing toplunge civil war over 
the disputed territory, they are even ready 
to sacrifice all their wives’ relations in fight- 
ing\those who would dispoil our fair 
province. The Conseryatiye press has 
constantly exposed the hypocrisy and in- 
consistency of such pretensions; perhaps 
honest Keformérs rill begia to get light 
upon the subject from such incidents as 
that related above.— News.
